(d) If the buyer fails to pay the value bills sub- 
mitted along with the documents and/or of 
mill receipts as required in Bye-laws 8(a) and 
8(b) (i) above, the seller shall have, without 
prejudice to his rights under Bye-law 13, the 
right to claim and receive from the buyer over 
and above the value bills : 

(i) Interest thereon at 31% over the Reserve 
Bank rate from the 11th day following the 
date of presentation of the bills along with 
the documents till the date of payment, and 

(ii) If payment is not made within 30 days 
from the date of presentation of the bills 
along with the documents, an additional 
interest at 3% for the period after the 
expiry of such 30 days till the date of 
payment. 

(e) The sellers shall have also the right to exercise 
any one of the following options for the un- 
delivered portion on the 5th working day after 
the expiry of 60 days from the presentation of 
the value bills as under : 

(i) to cancel the undelivered portion of the 
contract, and 

(ii) to cancel the undelivered portion, if any, 
of the contract and to charge difference 
between the contract rate and the spot rate 
on the next working day of the declara- 
tion of the option.
